This letter responds to your request to the Office of National Drug 
Control Policy ('‘ONDCP”) under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA). Your 
request has been designated as FOIA 2019217a. 

We have conducted a search and have located a voluminous amount of 
records that are responsive to your request. Because of the need to examine a 
voluminous amount of records, we will be unable to comply with the twenty¬ 
working-day time limit in this case, as well as the ten additional days provided by 
the statute. For these reasons, your request falls within the “unusual 
circumstances'’ exception. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(6)(B)(i) — (hi). To enable us to 
respond more quickly to you, you may wish to reformulate your request to reduce 
the amount of time required to complete our review of these records, or to arrange 
an alternative time frame for the processing of this request. 

I regret the necessity of this delay, but I assure you that your request will 
be processed as soon as possible.
